Kennedy began to p ut his p olitical 
house in order as soon as he 
reached Hy annis Port for his p ost- 
Conv ention "v acation.” The p arty ’s 
left 
flank was Kennedy ’s major 
headache. Liberal disaffection with 
Kennedy -Johnson 
was 
ex p ressing 
itself freely . New York's ADA de­ 
nounced Kennedy ’s choice of John­ 
son as “ an affront to liberals.” 
Josep h Barry , columnist for the 
New York Post, wandered hop e­ 
fully if I9 60 might not go down in 
history as "Ute y ear nobody v oted.” 


Kennedy was reasonably sure 
he had things definitely under 
control in I)iv ie-land. The South's 
reconciliation to the Democrats 
seemed attributable less to John­ 
son’s p resence on the ticket than 
to the concession it imp lied — an 
ap p arent assurance that a Ken­ 
nedy Administration would not 
act “ beastly ” toward “ the land 
o ’ cotton.” 


It was a new Johnson who ar­ 
riv ed in Hy annis Port in late July . 
“ I hav e come to see my Leader,” 
he announced as he step p ed off a 
chartered Viscount p lane 
loaded 
with newsmen from the Lone Star 
State. 


It was a Johnson who no longer 
called Jack Kennedy “Jack” (nit 
now referred to him as “John.” 
It was a Johnson who had been 
telling folks back home, “ It’s a 
p riv ilege to run with John Kenne­ 


dy . I can tell a man by looking in 
his ey es. I looked in John Kennedy ’s 
ey es and I liked what I saw.” 
The labor leaders who trekked 
to Hy annis Port finally swallowed 
all their p ast unp leasant remarks 
about Ly ndon and p ointedly ex ­ 
claimed. in the p resence of The 
Leader, that L.B.J. would make an 
“ ex cellent” 
Vice 
President. 
Of 
course. Johnson had a long and 
consistent record of v oting for bills 
that Organized Labor had inv ar­ 
iably certified as “ anti-Labor"— as, 
for ex amp le, the Taft-Hartley “ slav e 
labor” bill. 


Circumstances, of course, now 
required that p eop le like Walter 
Reulher — usually so adep t at 
sniffing out “anti-labor” heresies 
—discov er and p raise the hitherto 
hidden v irtues in Johnson’s for­ 
merly “ reactionary ” background. 
Kennedy held a series of eonier- 


ences with his Southern colleagues, 
among them that old ap p le farmer 
from Virginia, Harry F. By rd. The 
story was first told by Frank v an 
der Linden. Washington corresp on­ 
dent for tire Nashv ille Banner. 
When Kennedy and 
J o h ns o n 
marched into his Senate office to 
solicit his blessing. Senator By rd 
told them he could not go along 
with the Democratic p lank calling 
for abolition of state right-to-work 
laws. Kennedy and Johnson then 
offered not to p ress the issue if 
they were elected. 


“ To 
us,” 
commented 
t h e 


Charleston (S.C.) News and Cour­ 


ier, “ the cold offer to ignore a 


key issue of the camp aign in ex ­ 


change for the sup p ort of another 
p olitician, no m atter how |>ower- 
fill, is a measure of the faith that 
tire p ublic can p lace in Messrs. 


Kennedy and Johnson. Their of­ 
fer not to p ress for rep eal of the 
right-to-work law would be worth 
no more, in our judgment, than 
their p romises to up hold the p lat­ 
form. In fact, we find difficulty 
believ ing in their sincerity about 
any thing ex cep t the quest for 
v otes. Political ex p ediency is a 
p oor basis for choosing the top 
leadership of a great Rep ublic.” 


A stern leadership test awaited 
the new Leader—a sp ecial session 
of Congress that Johnson had ar­ 
ranged. 


Returning as his p arty ’s nominee, 
Kennedy sought to ram through a 
much heralded list of "gut” meas­ 
ures intended to be billed as Dem­ 
ocratic accomp lishments in the fall 
camp aign. 


“ Hop es ran high in ev ery corner 
of Kennedy -land,” commented the 


Cincinnati 
Enquirer. 
“ From 
the 
West Coast, where the self-sty led 
‘Clan’ is fighting for the New Fron­ 
tier under the insp iring moral lead­ 
ership of Frank Sinatra and Sam­ 
my Dav is Jr., all the way to the 
French Riv iera, where the eminent 
retired 
p hilanthrop ist Josep h 
P. 
Kennedy is sitting out the cam ­ 
p aign in ex ile, it looked v ery much 
as though Senator Kennedy might 
get his first bill through Congress 
—his first bill in 14 y ears of legis­ 
lativ e life.” 


The Kennedy bill p ertained to the 
minimum wage. It p rov ided that it 
h e increased from $1 an hour to 
$1.25. It also p rov ided that it be 
ex tended to cov er sev eral audion 
additional Americans. 


Few bills were ev er introduced 


iii Congress under more fav orable 


circumstances, in unmistakably 


clear language, the Democratic 
p latform 
declared t h a t 
“ we 
p ledge to raise the minimum 
wage to $1.25 an hour and to 
ex tend cov erage to sev eral mil­ 
lion workers not now p rotected.” 
There was no challenge to this 
p ledge. From ev ery indication, 
it was a p ledge to which ev ery 
Democrat was committed. 


The Kennedy bill went into the 
hop p er, moreov er, at a time when 
the Democrats were more firmly 
in control of Congress than they 
had ev er been since the early day s 
of the New Deal. In the Senate, 
Democrats out-numbered Rep ubli­ 
cans by a 2-1 margin. In the House, 
the Democratic majority was only 
slightly less top -heav y . 


“ Bul mo st impo rtant o f all,” 


the Enquirer noted, “ the mini­ 


mum wag e bill enjo y ed the mag ic 


of that celebrated Kennedy lead- 
ershi|v —the insp iring, dy namic, ir­ 
resistible leadership of which the 
Democratic orators hav e been 
s|M*aking 
as 
the 
salv ation 
of 
America and 
Western civ iliza­ 
tion.” 


For a time, it looked v ery much 


as if the Kennedy bill might make 


it. It actually p assed the Senate 


—after a long battle against weak­ 


ening amendments, p rop osed main­ 


ly by Kennedy ’s fellow New trot!* 


tiersmen. The bill ran into trouble 
iii the house, which was willing to 
increase the minimum wage only 
to $1.15. But Kennedy , in a p ique, 
flatly refused to accep t the $1 15 
bill, declaring it did not rep resent 
p rogress. The Kennedy bill was 
dead.

The dev ice o f co m pro m ise is no J o hnny -co m e-la tely gim m ick. 


Two hundred y ea rs a go Edmund Rurke, Rrita in's grea t sta tesm a n 


a nd o ra to r, sa id: “ All go v ernm ent—indeed, 
ev ery huma n benefit a nd 
enjo y m ent, ev ery v irtue a nd ev ery prudent a ct—is fo unded o n co m ­ 


pro m ise a nd ba rter.” 
He w a s referring, o f co urse, to ho no ra ble co m pro m ise a nd ba rter. 
A m erica needs, a nd needs ba dly , the ca pa city to settle its interna l 


co nflicts befo re they get o ut o f ha nd, a s they to o frequently do . 
A go o d w a y to help a cquire this ca pa city is fo r ea ch o f us to de­ 


v elo p a nd use a spirit o f giv e a nd ta ke*, a w illingness to surrender 


self interest in the public interest, to substitute humility fo r stubbo rn 


pride a nd understa nding fo r prejudice. 
E v en a ca sua l rev iew o f the na tio na l a nd interna tio na l situa tio n 


will co nfirm the suspicio n tha t we ha v e no tim e to lo se.

The police scandals in the fou r 
cities had remark ably similar pat­ 
terns.

Sev eral more policemen were ar­ 
rested in the nex t few months. A 
special inv estigator was appointed 
by the gov ernor and in September 
1961 more than 20 policemen were ar­ 


rested In a single day , In all 5 0 po­ 
licemen and ex policemen were ar­ 
rested and su spended. Thirty -tw o w ere 
conv icted, 
fiv e 
were 
acq u itted, 
charges were dismissed against one 
and two still are to be tried. 
The po lice chief, J ames E. Child­ 
ers, resig ned so o n after the arrests, 
say ing wo rry o v er the scandal had 
affected his health. 


In Chicago, Richard Morrison,

bu rglar, told the state's attorney in 
195 9, “ My cop pals acted as look ­ 
ou ts.” Ten policemen were charged 
with bu rglary or conspiracy or both. 
Orlando W. Wilson, a professor of 
criminology , was brou ght from Cali­ 
fornia to head the department anil he 
completely reorganized it. 


The Bu rlington case brok e in late 
1961. It too, inv olv ed bu rglaries by 
department members. Fiv e policemen 
were arrested ov er a fiv e-month pe­ 
riod and 
six others resigned. Chief 
Caron took ov er the 5 1-man depart­ 
ment after the inv estigation. 
In 
Kansas City , a 24-y ear-old 
patro lman 
directed 
attentio n 
to 
himself last J uly by disco v ering 
and repo rting to o many burg laries. 
Within six day s, fo ur mo re po lice­ 
men—all members o f the same pla­ 
to o n—and two civ ilians were ar­ 
rested.

A police inspector 
was sent hack to a desk job and a 
depu ty inspector became a captain. 
Two lieu tenants and fiv e sergeants 
were transferred to other assign­ 
ments. Two policemen are u nder su s­ 
pension and the girl friends of sev en 
officers indicted are charged wu h I re­ 
ceiv ing stolen property . In adjoining 
Su ffolk Cou nty , half a dozen police­ 
men! hav e been in trou ble within the 
past three y ears and some of Hie 
cases still are pending. 
In Chicago, Wilson institu ted a 
number of drastic reforms inclu d­ 
ing establishment of an Internal in­ 
v estigations div ision “ which lon- 
diiols inv estigations of personnel 
with the v iew of maintaining high 
integrity and rigid discipline that 
are so essential if the force is to 
fu nction efficiently .” 
As a resu lt, the Crime Commission

But the regulation does allow 
an ex ception for “ inv oluntary ref­ 
uge . . • justified on humanitarian 
grounds.” 
The department backed Ambas­ 
sador Henry Cahot Dodge's admis­ 
sion of the three Buddhists who fil'd

gov ernment’s demand that he hand 
them ov er. 
The ex ception was justified, the 
! State Department said, because the 
| monks were “ in imminent danger

; mov e strongly opposed by VV ashing- 
ton. 
It was understood that after the 
monks were giv en shelter, I>odge 
reported the situation to Washing­ 
ton and was told not to surrender 
them if they would be in imminent 
danger. 
Two monks who escaped to the 
U.S. aid mission during Dient’s Aug. 
21 Pagoda attack left v oluntarily 
Monday following gov ernment assur­ 
ances of their safety . Another monk 
who showed up at the embassy 'I ues- i 
day , but who did not appear to be 
: in immediate danger, was politely 
1 refused asy lum. 
The United States historically has 
disapprov ed of the principle of em ­ 
bassy asy lum and has refused to 
recognize it as a part of interna­ 
tional law’, say s Haekworth s author­ 
itativ e Digest of International Law. 
If American missions ov erseas 
used their diplomatic immunity to 
shelter persons sought by the local 
gov ernment, 
foreign 
embassies 
here would hav e eq ual right to 
harbor American escapees. And 
try ing to protect professed refu­ 
gees abroad could lead to deep 
trouble—including the storming of 
an embassy by determined foreign 
police.
